Law Society Urges 
Statutes Revision 


Calgary.—The Law Society of Al- 
berta approved a resolution at its an- 
nual meeting urging benchers to im- 
press upon the Alberta government 
necessity of revising its statutes and 
to end present confusion. 

For 17 years Alberta has lacked a 
consolidation and revision of its stat- 
utes, he said. Many hundreds of 
amendments to old statutes have been 
enacted and now confusion not only 
to the legal profession but to the gen- 
eral public exists. 

In discussing statutes at a closed 
session recently Alberta lawyers 
pointed out other provinces had re- 
vised their statutes in 1927 and that 
Ontario revises its statutes every 10 
years. 

Alberta statutes published in 1922 
may have been repealed or amended 
dozens of times in the past 17 yeays.

“tight”, people are getting lazy, and 
amateurs are not fostered as they 
‘were at one time. Apart from all this, 
it is a trend of the times in democrat- 
ic countries; I say this advisedly, as I 
feel that this attitude is being severe- 
hy “stepped on” in regimented coun- 
tries, producing results which’ should 
start us thinking seriously. In most 
countries, given a few, big, outstand- 
ing figures in the world of sport, the 
man in the street is quite happy; he 
will go and watch these professionals 
in their chosen field, instead of’ get- 
ting out in God’s good air and doing 
it himself. ‘ 

Where there are amateur teams 
the players seem incapable of takin; 
a trimming without squealing. Look 
in at any ice hockey game during the 
season and it is a rare one that is 
free from trouble. Whose fault I do 
not judge; but isn’t there. more to be 
learned from an undeserved defeat 
than from an easy victory? Self-dis- 
cipline is hard of acquiring, but it is 
learned on the field of adversity and 
wrong decisions. Good sportsmanship 
and teamwork, with their frequent 
necessity for self-effacement, are sim- 
ply grand for the building of a fine 
character. All these things and more 
are learned by following sports ac- 
tively, not as a twenty-five cent spec- 
tator!. Sport fans and cheer leaders 
have a*very lop-sided idea of sport. 
Seldom do they applaud fine play for 
its own sake—rather it is a question 
of the side-they are upholding, or of 
which cormtestant carries their money. 
This is,.more or less, the position in 
democratic countries, where man is 
free to take his sport as he will, and 
in him is dying, slowly but surely, the 
desire for individual accomplishment 
and efficiency. Of course, one must 
realise that a higher standard in all 
branches of sport is demanded today, 
and that to be considered good, one 
must be very good. Further, when 
an amateur is really very good, he is 
pestered by promoters and offered 
“young” fortunes to turn professional. 


Let us look for a moment at the 
Fascist countries; the youth of both 
Italy and Germany were at a low, ebb 
when the Dictators stepped into pow- 
er. How did they attack this prob- 
lem? By building strong young 
bodies by compulsory exercises and 
games. Regimented? Certainly, and 
probably with the end in view of mak- 
ing good cannon fodder. However, 
the idea ofyefficiency was, and is, 
there; and, believe me, that is where 
the democratic countries are sadly 
lagging behind. Efficiency can be 
a diabolical pet a ruthless, soul- 
destroying machine; but the democ- 
racies will have to learn to desire and 
practice greater efficiency in the run- 
ning of their individual destinies if 
they are to survive the dastardly de- 
signs of the Dictators. 


It is‘really up to all of us, young 


and old, to turn in and play the game 
ourselves in our own spheres for our 
countries, and cease watching and 
“professional”, both 
metaphorically speaking and other- 
wise. Many countries have too many 
of the “C3” type of youth, and it 
would appear that only individual ef- 


|fort and thought can cure this ill. Of 


course, I realize that it is impossible 
for all of us to take an active part in 
sport, but those of ys who, through 
age or physical disability, are not able 
to actually play games, can do a 
great deal in the fostering of them. 
In that respect, the physical training 
courses now availible in many local- 
ities are a step in the right direction. 
It is not alone in the physical devel- 
opment that may be obtained that the 
benefit lies, but in the spirit of give 
land take, and the joy of personal 
achievement. 

A bunch of good, eager, well-train- 
ed amateurs should be of much more 
Value than a handful of professionals; 
to become a nation of doers instead 
lof watchers isn’t a bad aim, making a 
mental reservation to place sport in 
its proper sphere in relation to our 
everyday needs and affairs. 

I could go a good deal further with 
this subject, but my space is at an 
end, so may return to it in a later 
column.

Mucilage Substitute 

Quite often when one is in a hurry 
to mail a letter, there will be but one 
stamp and it has no mucilage on its 
back.

with power to purchase equipment for 
the defence services and to ensure 
that, where private manufacture is 
necessary, profits in connection with 
such are fair and reasonable and the 
public interest is protected. 

While taking the measures neces- 
sary to assure the maintenance of our 
national integrity against the possi- 
bility of external aggression, the gov- 
ernment have sought in positive ways 
to strengthen the mutual interests 
which unite Canada in friendly rela- 
tions with other countries. 

You will Le asked to approve the 
trade agreement with the United 
States of America, signed at Wash- 
ington on Nov. 17, 1938. This agree- 
ment fulfills the hope expressed in the 
Speed¢h from the Throne last year, for 
an agreement with the United States 
which would confirm and enlarge the 
advantages of the agreement  con- 
cluded in 1935. 

Simultaneously with the conclusion 
of the new trade agreement between 
United States and Canada, a far- 
reaching agreément was effected be- 
tween the United States and the Un- 
ited Kingdom. ‘Taken together, the 
agreements constitute a constructive 
contribution toward a betterment of 
world conditions. 

It is deeply gratifying to the gov- 
ernment that in their efforts to in- 
crease, and to ensure over a longer 
period of time, the advantages to 
Canadian producers and consumers 
secured in earlier agreements, they 
were able, at the same time, to fur- 
ther the ends of international good- 
will. 

The Canada-United States agree- 
ments have involved, in addition to 
the wider markets secured for Cana- 
dian products, a thorough-going revi- 
sion of the Canadian tariff structure, 
and a reduction of taxes on trade 
much greater than that made by any 
previous parliament, or by any other 
country in recent years. 

Notice has been given, effective 
Dec. 31, 1939, terminating the Can- 
ada-West Indies agreement concluded 
in 1925. My ministers hope that ne- 
gotiations will shortly be entered

At the same 
time, direct employment has been 
increased through a substantial ex- 
pansion. of federal public works, and 
through assistance given to the prov-' 
inces in the construction of highways, 
for land settlement, for special pro-. 
jects, for farm employment and for 
forest conservation. i 

Provision has also been made by' 
the Dominion government for grants-' 
in-aid to the provinces to assist in the | 
care of those suffering from unem-| 
ployment and agricultural distress. 

The various measures adopted to! 
stimulate employment and afford re-| 
lief to those in need have operated 
most successfully in those provinces 
which have supported them with full 
co-operation. | 

In Canada, the problem of unem-: 
ployment has been aggravated in re-' 
cent years by recurrent crop failures 
in the western provinces, and by the 
serious business recession experienced 
in the last year in other parts of the 
world. The intensification of the 
problem has set forth in bold relief 
the obstacles which the existing divi- 
sion of constitutional authority places 
in the way of a solution. | 

The report of the commission on! 
Dominion-provincial relations will be 
presented to parliament in the course 
of the present session. In accord-! 
ance with the purpose for which the, 
commission was instituted, its report! 
will provide the basis for, and the ma’ 
terial essential to the deliberations of 
a national conference, at which, 
among the important subjects to be 
dealt with, will be the problem of un- 
employment. 

My ministers recognize the plight of | 
those who cannot await necessary | 
constitutional amendments, nor the | 
summoning of any conference. They, 
are prepared, therefore, notwithstand- 
ing constitutional amendments to ef- | 
fective action, to join with the prov-

For many years, I held an honest 
belief. that deserts were dismal and 
sandy wastes, filled with cactus, 
tumbléweeds and Joshua trees. Then 
a friend urged me to try just,' one 
|desert, Palm Springs in Southern 
\California, | 
| “Take a run down there in pow 
car,’ he said, “and loaf in the sun a 
\few days.” He added it was a mag- 
nificent place to cure my cold. I 
| started without further argument. 

Five miles from Palm Springs I 
‘came upon a spectacle that instantly 
changed my notions about deserts. I 
was chugging along peacefully, look- 
ing for signs of a village, when around 
a turn there came a lady on a bicycle. 
She was young, slim, chic, exotic. She 
was riding along serenely, and wasted 
not a glance on me; yet I observed at 
once the economy of her apparel. 
She was garmented in an ordinary 
desert riding suit, consisting of a pink 
upper section and pink shorts, and if 
a good costume roller had rolled her 
costume up neatly, he could have 
squeezed it into a fair-sized fountain 


pen. 

“So this is the desert,” I mused. 
“It is easily seen that I know very 
little about deserts.” 

In Palm Srings I soon learned that 
the town is a haven for artists, writ- 
ers, actors, sufferers from rheumat- 
ism, thrombosis, sinus and plain citiz- 
ens hunting a coat of long-term tan. 
One of the sights which early greet 
the visitor is the manly man with the 
handsome form. There are any num- 
ber of ‘these desert athletes, clad 
sparingly in bathing trunks, their 
lives devoted wholly to chest expan- 
sion and tan. During the hustling 
mid-day hours they stroll slowly down 
the main street, known as Palm Can- 
yon Drive, slapping their harfdsome 
legs idly with a newspaper, chests in- 
flated, and as they pass majestically 
visitors from the East turn to regard 
them. 

Palm Springs is a one-street town, 
the old coach road from Los Angeles 
to El Paso, but there is a second thor- 
oughfare, Indian Road, one block dis- 
tant, and if the village were an ocean 
liner, Indian Road would be second 
cabin. 7 

Beyond Indian Road lies the silent 
desert, part of it owned by persons 
who intend soon to erect small bun- 
galows and rent them by the season 
for $900, and the rest in possession 
of an Indian tribe. There are 52 of 
these Indian warriors still living and 
among them they own 33,000 acres of 
sand and sage. That is quite a jag 
of ground for Indians to own, when 
there are so many white men around. 
Caucasian companies are formed from 
time to time, the idea being to help 
out the aborigines financially and cv 
up their land-into house lots, but not 
much progress has been made. One 
chief has been heard to say: “Any 
time I do business with the white bro- 
ther, I lose something.” 

In summer, when the temperature 
goes to 125 and 180 degrees, only a 
skeleton population of sun-drenched 
druggists, grocers and oil-station 
boys try to stick ‘it out in Palm 
Springs. But fram a few hundred in 


you demand a luxury suite, you can 
go a good deal higher and offend no- 
body. 

Since the visitor cannot sit on his 
veranda and look at the purple moun- 
tains for six months, Palm Springs 
is ready with amusements. Doggy 
people can look at the whippet races, 
attend the society circus, the bicycle 
races, swimming meets, golf tourna- 
ments, skeet shoots and tennis games. 
Early risers may ride spirited horses 
across the dunes or join the merry 
souls who go in for cowboy  break- 
fasts——a local institution whereat a 
real cowboy prepares a real breakfast 
on a real rock, without removing his 
hat or chaps. 

People drift into the village from 
all over America, but the great host 
of winter visitors come from Los An- 
geles, which is only 115 miles away, 
and the smaller towns of Southern 
California. There is a widespread be- 
lief that if there is anything wrong 
with the physical machinery, the good 
old desert will cure it pronto. There- 
fore people sit.in hotel windows and 
breathe hard, or peel down to shorts 
and sprawl in the soothing sun. 

For really bad coughs and colds or 
practically anything, they supply sun- 
bath cabinets, made of Philippine sea 
shells, which are expected to filter the 
sunshine, removing the wicked rays 
and centering the good ones on the 
patients nude and defenseless form.
